DECLARED ILLEGAL

Enlisted Men Lose Money Ob-

tained by Selling Garbage

Left From Mess.

Though enlisted men of the navy are
entitled to the fall ure of articles fur-
nished as food in their mess, and can
eat the full quantity allowed them,
anv refuse or left over quantities is
the property of the United States Gov
ernment, and cannot be claimed or
used for the men. Anything they do
not eat rev?rtj to the Government.

This Is the gist of a decision handed J

down by the Comptroller of the Treas-
ury, defining the lights of the enlisted
men at the Norfolk navy yard to tho
garbage left from their mess table. It
has been the practice to sell the garb-
age and turn over the money derived
to the "pool fund," which was usvl
to maintain pool tables for tho enlisted
men.

Under the Comptrollers decision this
practice is held to be illegal and can-
not be continued.

showed small gains. Tobacco was off
two points. Money rose to 3 per cent
this morning.

Canadian Pacific was sold more than
a point by Berlin this morning, but
other London-America- n stocks changed
little. It is expected that peace nego-
tiations will be broken oft today.

A Rome cable says that a combina-
tion of Italian banks has bought at par
KO.000,000 4 per cent nve-ye- ar treasury
bonds. Ten million of this will bo
used to pay off part of the Ottoman
debt accruing to Italy.

Governor Bulger's special message to
the legislature on stock exchange reform
will be sent tonight.

A Berlin cable says that officials of
various Independent oil producing and
rePnlng companies of the United- - States
are negotiating to supply enough pe-
troleum to meet Germany's consumption
requirements.

The directors of the Brooklyn Rapid
Transit Company met this morning, but
trok no action on the dividend.
